of; fellow Texan Sam ftaylnmi, Lyndon's career 
advanced steadily. 
, - 


As a naval reserve officer, he obtained leave 


from the House following Pearl Harbor and 
served on a three-man commission inspecting 
southwest Pacific conditions.. In mid-1942, 
Kbosevelt ordered him back to the House. 


In 1948, fulfilling his grandfather's proph- 


ecy, he was elected to the United States Sen- 
ate by 87 votes out of one million cast. Before 
his first term ended, he had become Minority 
Leader and, in the 1954 Democratic Congress, 
moved up as Majority Leader. 


In 1955, he suffered a serious heart attack 


which threatened his career. Following doc- 
tor's orders, however, ho recovered fully and, 
in 1960, was elected vice-president on the John 
F. Kennedy ticket. 


When Kennedy was assassinated on Novem- 


ber 22,1963, Johnson moved up to become the 
36th President of the United States, going on 
in 1964 to win the largest popular vote majority 
ever given a presidential candidate. 


As president, Lyndon Johnson continues to 


seek solutions to the many national and inter- 
national problems confronting him while, in 
election year 1968, he lakes his case once more 
to the people.

Nine-hundred hours Is the amount 
of time it took to record "Sergeant Pepper's Lonely Hearts 
Club Band"—or so say some who should Know, The Associa- 
tion's new album ran $90,0001 In the old days, records could 
be made in three hours; nowadays, they take weeks and 


weeks. Since the groups can 
only get the "right" sound 
by experimentation, they 
must rehearse in the actual 
recording studio with expen- 
sive equipment at 960 an 
hour for the studio alone. 


There Is alto a more tor- 


did ilde |e the "new" re- 
c o r d i n g trend. One well- 
known group virtually de- 
stroyed a recording studio 
during a Miilon—drugs are 
blamed for th« violence. Tbe 
lead singer in a similar 
group can only perform in 


an empty, pitch-black recording studio, No one Is allowed to 
watch him—no visitors are tolerated. 


Such pyrotechnics and prima-donna antics from young, 


virtually untrained and untried "talents" are driving record 
companies wild. Unless the single or album becomes a hit 
they lose tremendous amounts of money. Some threaten to 
stop catering to undisciplined "artists," will start setting up 
rules and regulations for future recording sessions.

7. SIGNING THI CNOICI FORM 


A choke form may be signed by a parent or other adult person acting as parent. A student who has reached the age of 


15 at the time of choice, or will next enter the ninth or any higher grade, may sign his own duke form. The student's choice 
shall be controlling unless a different choice is exercised by his parent before the end of the period during which the stu- 
dent exercises his choke. 
I, PROCESSING OF CHOICES 


No choice will be denied for any reason other than overcrowding. In cases where granting all choices for any school 


would cause overcrowding, the students choosing the school who live closest to it will be assigned to that school. When- 
ever a choice is to be denied, overcrowding will be determined by a uniform standard applicable to all schools in the system. 


». NOTICE OF ASSIGNMENT, SECOND CHOICI

All students and their parents will be promptly notified in writing of their school assignments. Should any student be 


denied his choice because of overcrowding he will be promptly notified and given a choice among all other schools in the 
system where space is available. 


IB. STUDENTS MOVING INTO THI COMMUNITY 


A choice of school for any student who will be new to the school system may be made during the 30-day choice period 


or at any other time before he enrolls In school. An explanatory letter, this notice and the school choice form will be given 
out for each new student as soon as the school system knows about the student.

No choice made after the end of the 30-day choice period may be denied for any reason other than overcrowding. In the 


Overcrowding will be deter- 
mined by the standard provided for in paragraph 8. Any parent or student whose first choice is denied because of over- 
crowding will be given a second choice in the manner provided for in paragraph ».

13. TESTS, HEALTH RECORDS AND OTHER ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS 


Any academic tests or other procedures used in assigning students to schools, grades, classrooms, sections, courses of 


study, or for any other purpose, will bo applied uniformly to all students without regard to race, color or national origin. 
No choice of school will be denied because of failure at the time of choice to provide any health record, birth certificate, 
or other document. The student will be tentatively assigned in accordance with the plan and the choice made, and given 
ample time to obtain any required document. Curriculum, credit, and promotion procedures will not be applied In such a 
way as to hamper freedom of choice of any student. 


14. CHOICES ONCE MADE CANNOT BE ALTERED 


Once a choice has been submitted, it may not be changed, even though the choice period has not ended. The choice is 


binding for the entire school year to which it applies, except in the case of (1) compelling hardship. (2) change of residence 
to a place where another school is closer, (3) the availability of a school designed to fit the special needs of a physically 
handicapped student, (4) the availability at another school of a course of study required by the student, which is not avail- 
able at the school chosen. 


15. ALL OTHER ASPECTS OF SCHOOLS DESEGREGATED 


All school-connected services, facilities, athletics, activities and programs are open to all on a desegregated basis. A 


student attending school for the first time on a desegregated basis may not be subject to any disqualification or waiting per- 
iod for participation in activities and programs, including athletics, which might otherwise apply because he is a transfer 
student, All transportation furnished for the school system will also operate on a desegregated basis, Faculties will be de- 
segregated, and no staff member will lose his position because of race, color or national origin, This includes any case 
where less staff is needed because schools are closed or enrollment is reduced.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Politi- 


cians 
guessing 
about

would happen If no presidential 
candidate won a majority of the 
electoral votes next November 
aren't having just one night- 
mare--there arc two. 


The first Is over how to win 


the presidency by m*?ans of an 
election In the House which 
would be required If no candi- 
date had enough Electoral Col- 
lege ballots. 


The second one Involves the 


vice presidency and succession 
to the White House. 


Political analysts are treating 


as a real possibility the chance 
that 
former 
Alabama 
Gov. 


George C. Wallace's third party 
might siphon off enough elector- 
al votes to leave neither a Re- 
publican nor a Democrat with 
the required 270 Electoral Col- 
lege votes. 


To set up such a hypothetical 


problem they credit Wallace 
with the 35 votes from Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi, Alabama and 
South 
Carolina ' and assurm- 


enough drainage of ballots from 
regular parlips olsa»sherfl-r^' 
create upsets' and leave the ma- 
jor candidates in virtual dead- 
lock. ' ' 


That would throw the presi- 


dential contest into the House of 
Representatives with each state 
having just one vote. 


Presumably Uie Intradeloga- 


(Ion vote would follow straight 
party lines and the pnrty in con- 
trol of a majority of state dele- 
gations would win. 


But suppose the third-party 


states remained behind their 
man and neither a Democrat 
nor a Republican could muster 
the required 26 of the 50 delega- 
tions for a winning majority. 


If the third-party supporters 


made no deal with one or the 
other major party, a deadlock 
could last until the next elec- 
tion, without a real president. 
The 
off-year 
election might 


change House makeup enough 
for a decision In two years In- 
stead of four. 


That Is where the vice presi- 


dency comes in. 


Under the Constitution, in 


case of House election for a 
president, the task of naming a 
vice president falls to the Sen- 
ate. 


The Senate's selection for vice 


president becomes acting presi- 
dent if tho House cannot settle 
on a chief executive. 


The senators have one vote 


each in the election of such a 
man, so party control In the 
chamber would be a big ele- 
rnunt. 


Presum?bly the Democrats 


would win as things stand now. 
They have a heavy nnjorlty 
and even the staunches! Repub- 
licans sound wistful when they 
talk about taking command in 
the Senate this year. 


But If a Republican presiden- 


tial candidate squeezed through 
in a House election and the Sen- 
alt remained under Democratic 
control there might be a party 
split between the two offices. 


A current book by Russell 


Baker of the New York Times 
staff, "Our Next President: The 
Incredible Story of What Hap- 
pened in the 1988 Elections," 
traces a long series of intricate 
and 
wholly fictional develop- 


ments through that maze to the 
election of Sen. Robert F. Ken- 
nedy, p-N.Y., as acting presi- 
dent until 1972. 


Baker lets his fictional Kenne- 


dy get president Johnson's pre- 
election nod for th* vice presi- 
dency to strengthen Johnson's 
position at the polls, with Hu- 
bert H. Hwni*rey shifted to 
secretary of state. 


In the Baker version JofaasOiOt 


stays in House deadlocked with 
tbt cop candidate, Mgyor John 
V. Lindsay of New York.

The reports prompted West-

That Job, the announce- 
ment said, was to effect coordi- 
nation among Army, Navy, Ma- 
rine and Air Force units In the 
area. 


Some newsmen, however, re- 


ported the Marines wore unhap- 
py at the imposing of Abrams, a 
four-star 
Army 
commander, 


over the three-star Marine com- 
mand of Cushman. 


Cusnman now remains techni- 


cally and administratively in 
Over-all command of the 1st 
Corps area—the five northern 
provinces. In practice, Rosson 
wit] be in direct tactical charge 
of the two northernmost prov- 
inces and Cushmin in the three 
others. 


One effect of Hosson's ap- 


pointment will be to Inject con- 
siderably more Army officers 
into top staff echelons involved 
with the north.
